Writes of His Experiences as 


a Klondike Miner. 


HE IS 
COMING 
HOME 


As He Has Been Seriously 111 for 


Past Three or Four Months. 


Diagnosis of His Troubles as Given by 


a Rampart Physician—Many Gold 


Hunters Lo«e Their Lives. 


Karripart City, Alaska, Juno 1, 1899. 


Ed. Times:—Since writing last 


there have been a number of deaths 
in this city and locality, one by 
asphyxiation. 
The man went down 


in a shaft within few inches 
of 


seventy 
feet deep, 
intending to 


cleanup, take out tools, etc., and 
give up the job, as they had not yet 
reached bed-rock and had no signs 
of gold. 
His partner, (both men 


about fifty years of age) who had 
never been down, hoard him groan- 
ing and hastily went to a neighbor- 
ing mine for help. 
Within an hour 


or more the man was drawn up 
dead. His name was Ghas. IS. .Whit- 
man, 
of South Boston, Mass. 


Two Frenchmen from Massachu- 


setts, who came up on the 
steamers 


that I did last year, were overtaken 
in a snowstorm, left their sled with 
some provisions, and with tent and 
blankets, undertook to make their 
way out. Several days afterward 
they were found, one in the tent 
which had been erected and one 
close by outside, froxen to death. 
Evidences were seen of their 
at- 


tempt to boil some portions of their 
shoes for broth on which to live. 


Several other deaths have occurred 


at cabins in town and the govern- 


ing are those that have been lodged 
along tiie river on their upward or 
cfownward course for' the winter. 
When the route is fully opened \\e 
expect mails, including newspapers, 
from the outside to relieve us of 
our monotonous want of informa- 
tion ; and while we do riot look for 
many miners in this season to en- 
liven our tedium, yet, doubtless, 
numbers will come as expressions of 
anxiety or the comforts of 
life, 


nearly "all of whom to be doomed to 
sad disappointment. 


A friend from Portsmouth writes 


me that I must have been very un- 
fortunate 
in taking the line of 


steamers I did, etc. Yes, and so

others. And that is not all.

One line seemed to be 


controlled by men devoid of truth 
and executive capacity.

A good-sized strike is on hand at 


the Burgess mill of Yorktown to- 
day. The heaters, rollers and labor- 
ers at the little bar mill, in all 
about fifty men, are out on account 
of a cut in the wages of the heaters. 


The men claim they were cut 


eighteen cents on the ton, and the 
cut made without any notice to 
them. 
The first intimation they 


had of the cut was the shortage in 
their pay Saturday evening. They 
had been working at a certain fig- 
ure, out of which they must pay 
their helpers. 
With the amount re-' 


ceived, after paying their helpers 
their usual price, they claim they 
would have, nothing left for them- 
selves, and that they cannot live 
and work at the prices now offered. 


The men demanded their wages at 


the prices paid the week before, on 
the ground that no notice of a cut 
liad been given them. The operators 
refused to pay them any more, and 
they refused to work. 


The mill owners admit that it is 


true they gave them no notice of a 
cut. but just paid them at, the re- 
duced wages. 
As to why this was 


done, they give no reason. They 
claim that with the improved ma- 
chinery of the new mill the men 
can make more money and do it 
easier than they could in the old 
mill at the old prices, and owing to 
the close competition in manufac- 
tured material, they were competed 
to cut the wages. They think that 
the matter will be adjusted today 
and a part of the men will return 
to their work. 
Some of them rna\ 


not, and Home of them may not be 
given 
an opportunity to resume 


work.
